LSUS is now at a 
ive year low for retaining 
eshmen, according to 
ew information from the 
ouisiana Board of 
egents. 
The college was at a 

.1 percent retention rate 
br first-time freshmen 
laying at LSUS from Fall 


1999 to Fall 2000. 

The overall retention 
rate for freshmen students 
remaining at any college in 
Louisiana is at 65 percent, 
which is nearly a seven 
point decrease from the 
previous year. 

This year, numbers 
such as these have been 
taken very seriously by the 
Board of Regents, who are 
planning major restructur- 
ing of the state college sys- 
tem this year. 

The Regents recently 
released a rough copy of 
their new master plan, 


MTV’s “Say What 
Karaoke.”

and the proposal of the 
Stelly amendment. The 
Stelly amendment was 
supposed to fix every- 
thing, but it was defeated.

Then the baseball 
team received new field 
equipment, only to see it 
blown away in a wind-

In response to the editorial written by Scott Balcerzak, news editor, in the 
February 15 issue, I would like to remind him of the Student Government Associa- 
tion’s purpose: “...to represent the concerns of the student body and to promote the 
general welfare of the students.” 

Nowhere does it say that any concerns are a “waste of time,” nor does it say 
that any issues are “useless issues,” as Mr. Balcerzak has stated. When we discuss 
issues, it is because students have come to us and expressed their desire for change, 
etc. 


Change seems to be the operative word in the 
Febrary 15 edition of “The Almagest.” Everything 
from admissions standards to the university mission 
statement to the role of the Student Government 
Association is in a state of uncertainty. The prob- 
lem, as I see it, is not the current situtation, but the 
obvious lack of outspoken leadership concerning 
these issues. Therefore, as a non-traditional student 
(if there is such a designation anymore), I would 
like to offer the following suggestions: 


Mr. Balcerzak stated that no one has come to us with concerns about the 
LSUS mascot, and that is simply untrue. If he had been at the meeting on February 
1, he would have heard Jason Penry, the SGA president, discuss certain students’ 
concerns over the mascot and why they wish for it to be changed. 

Also, many students have voiced their desire to have certain areas in the 
library designated for food and drinks. 

Like it or not, we have to listen to concerns, whether large or small, and do 
what we can to represent the students in bringing about change. Mr. Balcerzak may 
not feel that some of the issues are important, but that is only his opinion. Other 
students may feel very passionately about those issues. 

The only suggestion I have for Mr. Balcerzak is that if he feels that we are 
not doing our job to the best of our ablility, then he needs to run for a position in 
the SGA election. Then would he realize that you cannot throw out issues because 
they are insignifigant to you? 

We do our jobs and we uphold the mission of the SGA. 


1. That the Louisiana Board of Regents rec- 
ognize the history of academic excellence at LSUS 
and proceed with exceeding caution in changing the 
academic requirements for Shreveport’s flagship 
university. 


2. That the University administration seek 
and include the participation of faculty, students, 
and community leaders in amending the dreadfully 
imprecise 92-word document found under the head- 
ing “Mission” in the current catalog. This process ° 
should be handled thoughtfully, inclusively, and 
publicly. 


If you have any concerns, big or small, please contact the SGA office at 
797-5342. The SGA will also be outside of the UC on March 6 during common 

hour for an “In Your Face Day” in which students can meet the members of SGA 
and voice any concerns they may have. 


3. That the Student Government Association 
accepts the responsibility of representing the inter- 
ests of the students in areas of legitimate concern. 
Perhaps in these times of academic and administra- 
tive flux, snacks in the library are not particularly 
high on most students’ priority lists.

SGA to vote on Dead Week recommendations today 


Members of the SGA 
will vote today on a list of 
recommendations to better 
outline Dead Week restric- 
tions. 

The current wording of 
the Dead Week proposal is 
ambiguous, and can be 
taken in several ways. 
Specifically, the phrase 
“major test” has caused 
much discussion because 
teachers and students can 
interpret it differently. 

In last week’s meeting, 
Jeff Strozier, SGA presi- 


dent-pro-tempore, present- 
ed to the SGA a list of 
seven requirements for 
Dead Week: 

1. There will be no 
major tests given during 
the week prior to final 
exams during the regular 
fall and spring semesters. 

2. Major tests will be 
defined as tests that are 
worth more than 10 percent 
of the total grade for the 
course. 

3. Minor tests and/or 
quizzes that are worth 10 
percent or less of the total 
grade for the course will be 
allowed during the speci- 
fied week. 

4. There will be no 
papers or projects due dur- 
ing the specified week 
unless the following crite- 


ria is met: 

a. The due date 
must be listed in the syl- 
labus. 

b. The specific 
nature of the project or 
paper must be detailed in 
the syllabus (i.e., length of 
paper, topic of paper or 
project). 

5. Make-up tests will 
be allowed during the spec- 
ified week, at the profes- 
sor’s discretion. 

6. Extensions into the 
specified week for papers 
and projects not listed in 
the syllabus will be 
allowed, at the professor’s 
discretion. 

7. Lab finals will be 
allowed during the speci- 
fied week, at the profes- 
sor’s discretion.

a) After a math test, each of the twenty-five students in the class got a peck at the teacher’s grade sheet. Each 
student noticed five A’s. No student saw all of the grades and no student saw his or her own grade. What is 

the minimum number of students who scored an A on this test? 
b) Determine the largest possible number of acute angles in a convex polygon. 


Solution: 


a) The minimum number of A's is six. We know there are at least five A’s. Given five students, each of 


whom has an A, when looking at the grades, each will see five A’s not including his own. Thus there must be 
at least six A’s. It is easy to see that six A’s will satisfy the requirements of the problem. 

b) The largest number of acute angels is three. For instance, an equilateral triangle has three 60 degree acute 
angles. Proof: Let n be the number of sides in our polygon. Let m be the number of acute angles. Then the 
number of nonacute angles is n-m. If we let A be the sum of the measures of the acute angles, then A < 90m. 
If we let O be the sum of the measures of the nonacute angles, then O <180 (n-m). Then A + O < 90m + 180 
(n-m). It is known that A + O = (n-2) 180. So (n-2)180<90m+180(n-m). Thus m<4. Thus, the answer is 3.

are walls and blackboards.” 
Link also commented that 
despite his belief that the 
bells should stay, he thinks 
the issue should not be 
viewed as a major one. 
“There are more important 
things on campus to be 
concerned with,” Link said. 

Others expressed a sim- 
ilar view when asked about 
the issue. Mike Fasho, a 
sophomore biochemistry 
major, believes the bells 
should stay. “If you’re that 
superficial and believe that 
it makes it seem like high 
school, then you probably 
need to get over it,” Fasho 
said. 

Tamara Anderson, a 
senior business administra- 
tion major, stressed her 
belief that the ringing 
might be needed to allow 
students to know when 
classes end. “It does let 
students know what time to 
get out of class,” Anderson 
said. “Students might not 
notice (the time) if they’re 
preoccupied with listening 
to the professor.” 

Others on campus sup- 
port the elimination. 

Cleatta Morris, profes- 
sor of English, finds the 
bells to often be disruptive. 
“They serve a useful pur- 
pose,” Morris said. “But 


they’re also loud and give 
the notion that it is high 
school.” She also stated 
that other ways of allowing 
for time management could 
be devised. “Of course, 
getting them to equip the 
rooms with clocks would 
be useful,” Morris said. 
“But that’s probably not 
going to happen anytime 
soon.” 

Tony Clark, a senior 
business management 
major, believes that elimi- 
nating the bells would not 
make too much of a differ- 
ence on campus. “Every- 
body here is an adult,” 
Clark said. “We know what 
time to be in class and 
when class is over. Either 
you’re there or you’re not 
there.” Clark also men- 
tioned that he had recently 
transferred from a campus 
that did not use bells. 

Dr. Norman Dolch, 
professor of history and 
social sciences, said that 
the elimination of the bells 
really is not a concern to 
him. “Ever since I’ve beer 
here, the bells have rung,” 
Dolch said. “But if they 
don’t ring, we can make 
that adjustment. To me, it 
really doesn’t make any 
difference.”
